charges for “national se- 


curity reasons,” while 
three CIA lawyers sat in 
the courtroom. 

Muffin and his code- 
fendants claim they vio- 
lated no U.S. laws by 
chopping- weapons to the 
Irish Republican Army 
because they had the ap- 
proval of the U.S. govern- 
ment through DeMeo. 

Irish nationalist leader 
Bernadette Devlin, who 
was shot five times last 
year by Protestant gun- 
men, appeared in court 
yesterday to testify as a 



character witness. 

Her testimony, how- 
ever, was put off until 
today by Judge Joseph 
McLaughlin. i
